unit in the nation's defenses will 
start operating next m onth—a sub­ 
m arine with radar ‘‘eyes’' to detect 
any hostile planes attem pting a 
sneak approach a crass such remote 
places as the Polar seas. 
The Navy announced today th at 
the subm arine Tigrone, taken from 
the Reserve fleet and converted into 
the first radar picket submarine, 
will be commissioned November I, J 
The Tigrone had varied service d u r­ 
ing World W ar II, including the 
rescue of 52 drowned aviators from 
enemy waters and the bom bardm ent 
of Japanese shore targets. 
She is the first of tw’o such pickets 
to be converted under the naval 
m odernization program. The sec­ 
ond subm arine has not been desig­ 
nated. The two presumably will be 
' prototypes for others which will 
m ake up a whole chain of pickets for 
areas th a t may need watching. 
To Use "Schnorkel" 
The idea is th a t subm arine pick­ 
ets can cruise into the far north I 
through water impossible for sur­ 
face craft and take station on a 
radar watch for strange aircraft. 
At the first "sight” of approaching 
planes, the sub would radio Its re­ 
port and then submerge. It would 
resurface when the danger of being 
spotted had passed. 
It is understood the conversion 
included fitting her out with the 
"schnorkel," a Germ an - designed 
breathing device which enables a 
subm arine to rem ain submerged for 
virtually unlimited periods. 
The Schnorkel’s breathing tube— 
which features a small air intake 
unit a t the surface—supplies oxygen 
for both crew and Diesel engines. 
The surface un it is too small to be 
detected by the average radar set 
or to be seen a t any distance. 
Tile Tigrone, of a class built in 
1941-42, Is a 1.500-ton boat. 311 feet 
long. W hen operating on wartime 
patrols, she carried a crew of about 
85 men and officers. She was fitted 
w ith 
ten 
21-inch 
torpedo 
tubes. 
There was no m ention of these tubes 
having been removed in the recon­ 
version.

CALLA LILIES 
GOOD IN HOUSE 


Callas, often railed calla lilies, 
are very satisfactory winter-bloom­ 
ing house plants if the gardener can 
provide a sunny window where the 
night tem perature ranges between 
55 and 65 degrees. 
Such tem peratures are not uncom­ 
mon even where the room therm o­ 
stat is set to 65 degrees for the night, 
as the air close to the window always 
Is several degrees cooler than the 
room itself. This holds true where 
storm sashes are present, but of 
course, there m ust be no radiator 
right below the window frame. 
Depending on the size of the roots, 
from one to three may be potted up 
in a six-inch container, and the 
time to start them Is right now’. Pro­ 
vide ample drainage in the bottom 
and fill with porous soil enriched 
with well rotted m anure or pulver­ 
ized cow m anure as a substitute. 
W ater after planting and keep warm 
until 
growth 
begins. 
When 
the 
leaves expand w ater daily but emp­ 
ty the saucer regularly an hour or 
two after each application. Begin­ 
ning in December give weak liquid 
fertilizer at two-week intervals
